Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because they are not of sufficient quality and lack 
figure numbers. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. The claim is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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7. The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Crouse in 
US Patent 1,418,630. 

Crouse discloses a multipurpose snow disposal unit for the purpose of 
commercially melting snow for public safety on ground travel, see Crouse, page 1, lines 
9-20, and capable for public safety in air travel. 

8. The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Flynn in US 
Patent 2,599,098. 

Flynn discloses a multipurpose snow disposal unit for the purpose of 
commercially melting snow for public safety on ground, see Flynn, column 1, paragraph 
1 , and capable for public safety in air travel, further made serviceable at a relatively low 
cost and comprising a compressor, a pump compartment and burners. 

9. The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kemp in US 
Patent 3,036,391. 

Kemp discloses a multipurpose snow disposal unit for the purpose of 
commercially melting snow for public safety on ground, see Kemp, column 1, lines 10- 
19, and capable for public safety in air travel, further comprising a generator, pipes, a 
hopper and using anti-freeze as the snow melting medium. 

10. The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Morin in US 
Patent 3,619,918. 

Morin discloses see Morin, a multipurpose snow disposal unit for the purpose of 
commercially melting snow for public safety on ground, see column 1, lines 13-26, and 
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capable for public safety in air travel, further comprising a hopper, a plurality of tubes, 
and a heater as the snow melting means. 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

US Patent 3,866,340 to Krickovich discloses a snow removing and disposal 
apparatus for streets, roadways, walks, runways or the like in an environmentally 
desirable method using burners and tube means to melt snow and discharge it into 
storm sewer drains connected with filtration plants. 

US Patent 4,785,561 to Swanson discloses a snow removal apparatus 
comprising a chamber having heated boiler tubes, a generator and a burner to melt 
snow and discharge the liquid water into an appropriate sewer-like receptacle. 

US Patent 5,588,231 to Mavrianos discloses snow removal apparatus comprising 
a generator, a hopper, a debris-catching screen, heater pipe systems, heaters, boilers, 
electrical equipment, all of which is self-contained in combination on a trailer, thereby 
saving huge capital costs.
